Mexico City, June 30—The positive 


information from Washington that 
United States troops are to patrol the

-aniong officials and citizens alike over 
the threatened general uprising. How- 
ever, there is anxiety over the show-

The sending of United States troops 


to the border is regarded here as the 
answer to reports that American min- 
ing interests are jeopardized. This 
move is also considered the greatest 
check to the proposed revolt of 'an? 
step yet taken. Tht great fear has 
been that the miners would join the 
uprising. 
Today representations are 


being made that the American troops 
are being massed on the river for a 
rush into Mexico at tne slightest sign 
of a miners' revolt.

POISON 


Alleged to Have 
Been Placed to 
Physician's Ate 


YOUNG HAN SUSPECTED 


Sent by Relative of Per- 


son Who Died While 


in Doctor's Care 


Brooded Over Trouble and Did 


Not Want Family History 


Exposed in Court. 


Philadelphia, June 30—Tne laying 


hare of a most sensational, murder is 
promised by the authorities 
in the 


case of Dr. William H. Wilson of this 
city, who died at his home 
Friday 


night, after drinking a portion, of a 
bottle of ale, which had been 
sent 


Mm. 
An autopsy performed by tile 


coroner's physician and an examina- 
tion made of the viscera taken from 
the body yesterday, according to the 
coroner, proves conclusively that Dr. 
"Wilson died of cyanide of potassium 
poisoning. 


The ale came to the physician by 


express and in the mail the same day 
he received a letter, in typewritten 
form purporting to have been sent by 
the Heler-Schemm Brewing company 
of this city, informing' 'him :tTfatr"a 
sample bottel of ale had bean sent, to 
him for trial. Investigation showed 
according to the police, that Schemm 
brews no ale, and that the .company 
never sent any such letter as that re- 
ceived by the physician. 


Wilson had scarcely swallowed half 


a glass of the beverage when he was 
seized with convulsions and fell 
to 


the floor. It is declared that he imme- 
diately realized that he was the vic- 
tif of poisoning, either 'by mistake or 
design, for in Ms agony he requested 
his wife, who had not yet touched her 
portion of the ale, to Keep that which 
was left, as it did not taste right. 


Tba: was the last thing he was able 


to say and he d'ied 'before the hospital 
was reached. 


Though Dr. Wilson had been living 


for more than 12 years in the house 
where he drank the fatal potion, he 
never put out a physician's sign and 
was not known in a general sense as-'a 
practitioner. Withal He had a large 
clientele, made up mostly, the police 
assert, of prominent women. 


The police officials have learned 


they say, that Dr. Wilson attended 
during a fatal illness a member of the 
family of a young man who will "be 
charged with being the poisoner. 


The death, it is alleged, caused the 


young man to brood until he could no 
longer 
contain 
himself, 
when he 


sought to end the physician's iprac- 
tices by sending him poison rather 
than have his family history exposed 
in court. 


This is the remarkable case which 


the police have unearthed. How soon 
the authorities will be ready to act "in 
the case they will not say, nor wiM 
they make public any names in Con- 
nection with the matter. 


Philadelphia, June 30—The arrest 


of a young man and a woman, rich 
and prominent in society circles here, 
is expected today as the sequel to the 
poisoning by cyanide of potassium of 
Dr. Wm. H. W. Wilson, who died 
after drinkung part of a bottle of ale 
sent to him by express. 


The two young persons about whom 


the police have woven an almost com- 
plete fabric of evidence are brother 
and sister. Dr. Wilson it is believed, 
was the operator on another sister 
who died, and her relatives, crazed by 
grief, yet still dreading the scandal 
that would follow the prosecution of 
the physician, are believed to have de- 
termined on vengeance 
by a secret 


method which killed the man 
they 


hated. Arrests are expected to de- 
velop a big scandal. Dr. Wilson was 
known to the police as a doctor who 
would take long chances to prevent 
scandal if the pay was big enough. 
The police have found from the ex- 
press company that the 
young man

Mr. Taylor, of the board, 
stated Tuesday that yesterday's storm 
probably did more damage in the way 
of destroying trees and property than 
any storm that has visited the city in 
years. 


A curious thing about the rain and

Tlw Remedy For Capitalistic Corrup- 


j tlon )• Not to Be Found In Municipal 


Ownership, but In the Making and 


: Enforcement of Controlling Laws. 
1 'Bueineas and Politics When Partners 
Y Never Make For Progress and In- 


tegrity. 


By Hon. WALTER A. WEBSTER. 


' The problem of municipal ownership 
•nd of government ownership Is com- 
»ug u> uie loreliout as 1111 ia»uo UL tii«.- 
Sreatest Importance to the American 
people. A feeling of unrest pervades 
the community. It Is the fashion of 
the day to criticise capital and capital- 
ists. We are called a land of inequal- 
ity. 
Our wealthy are designated 


princes of privilege. It is said that the 
masses are being despoiled to enrich 
an aristocracy and that the press is 
Btifled and the government corrupt. 


Quasi-public corporations like gas 


companies, electric light companies, 
street railway ami railroad corpora- 
tions are particularly under the ban 
of 
radical 
public opinion. 
Their 


charges are declared to be excessive 
and their service poor, while many are 
supposed to be overcapitalized and by 
means of false bookkeeping to be mak- 
ing excessive and enormous profits. 


Where there Is so much smoke there 


•must be some fire. Unquestionably 
«vlls do exist nnd in many instances 
of an, outrageous nature— evils that 
ehould be stopped and done away with 
forever. No sensible man will dispute 
this. So far sa good. 


But when it is declared that munici- 


pal ownership and government owner- 
ship are the only remedies for these af- 
flictions of the body politic I, for one, 
demand proof. 


The burden of the proof is on those 


who desire a change from present con- 
ditions to public ownership to prove 
that we shonld get better conditions 
and be served in a safer and more sat- 
isfactory manner or else show that the 
conduct <Af the business that the city 
or go,veri6ment wishes to acquire has 
been so /antagonistic and fatal to the 
public interest that the only feasible 


'is public ownership. 
If this 


last position is taken, it should include 
proof tjhat the regulation will not suf- 
fice. 


The I public in most communities in 


the TJnlied States doesn't have to go 


unicipal ownership to remedy 
evfls. 
To confess inability to 


them is to confess inability to 
proper men to represent you.

The! American people are not going to 
00 fnslaved by any combination of cap- 


for any length of time. They have 


remedy In the ballot They may 


id it for a time, legislatures and 
councils may be bought, but soon- 


er or later little by llttlejlaws are goin^ 
to be placed upon the statute books 
that will prevent overcapitalization, 
that will prevent exorbitant prices be- 
ing charged, that will curtail enormous 
profits and make them reasonable and 
that will compel our great public serv- 
ice corporations to follow a uniform 
system of accounting and bookkeeping 
that will throw the searchlight of pub- 
licity on the financial operations of 
these corporations. 


We have accomplished much in this 


direction In Massachusetts. 
We will 


accomplish more. To say that we will 
not is to say that we are incapable of 
self government. 


The Industrial and commercial great- 


ness of the United States far exceeds 
that ever known at any time by any 
other people in the entire history of the 
world. Liberty of action and the un- 
trammeled liberty of the individual hare 
made the modern vrorld. Individuality 
is the one essential to which our civ- 
ilization and our social progress are ow- 
ing. When the individual was crushed 
nations lay prostrate or developed but 
elowly. When individuality was rec 
ognized, civilization grew to manhood 
With individuality came originality 
and invention. Freedom of speech, of 
thought and action was the mainspring 
of originality. Thus far we have es- 
caped the tyranny of too much .govern- 
ment, and if it can be demonstrated, as 
It can be unquestionably, that all these 
great public enterprises were originat- 
ed, developed and perfected under a 
etate and social condition where the 
individual was recognized It must be 
proved that under a state of partial 
socialism equally good results can take 


The great public service corporations 


-are the product of industrial evolution 
and are one of the highest exemplifica- 
tions of what individual effort can do. 
They were started mauy years ago at 
a time when their success or failure 
was a matter of doubt In every case 
they were started not by cities, states 
or governments, but by private indi- 
viduals in their private capacity as 
Individuals, as partners or corpora- 
tions. They have been gradually de- 
veloped from small beginnings until 
they have reached their present size. 
At first their products were luxuries 
Now they are necessities. There is not 
to be found among the great inven- 
tions that have done so much to im- 
prove the lot of civilized man a single 
one that was due to government ini- 
tiative. 
Governments never experi- 


ment. Individuals do. If they fail the 
government never adopts the experi- 
ment, but if they succeed and are 
placed upon a paying basis then the 
government, be it city or state, is will- 
ing to buy.

Thus we 
find that in most of our public service 
corporations the trained men at the 
head of affairs and their immediate 
subordinates have given continuous 
thought to the growth of the business. 


Wlieii a city goes into municipal 


ownership, unless she, too, employs 
trained sp<via lists and careful men 
with techiUf-al and financial ability 
the enterprise will lag behind.' 


The men at the head of otir great 


puouv. bi-i \ii-e corporations are men of 
extraordinary ability. 
Their proto- 


types, howevpr, would not manage 
these enterprises if the city owned 
them. Uuder municipal ownership the 
officials in those departments would 
be rewarded under the spoils system 
or would be promoted by seniority. 
The experience of all 
governments 


proves this. In either event you would 
not bejin to have the capable men 
directing these concerns that you now 
have. 


Business enterprises requiring finan- 


cial skill, special knowledge, technical 
training, hard study and severe appli- 
cation cannot be run by politicians who 
have none of these attributes, however 
much we like thorn personally as men. 


Owing to the continual change in pol- 


itics, the coming in of one- party after 
the other or of one faction after the 
other, a really good man at the head of 
a department just commences to have 
a clear understanding of his duties and 
to accomplish efficient work when out 
he goes. Such a state of affairs dis- 
courages m^n from doing their best 
when they know they will not be re- 
warded for thei'- just efforts. 


The experience of the world has 


shown that men work hardest when 
they are working for their own pocket- 
books, and ia private concerns where 
economy and Ingenuity will effect a 
saving men will work at their best, 
because such work will mean more 
money to them in the shape of divi- 
dends or a promotion of some sort as 
a reward for their Ingenuity. Under 
municipal management there would be 
but little inducement for men to stay 
up nights scheming to save money for 
the city, for if the scheme were one 
that diminished the number of munici- 
pal employees its originator 
would 


speedily become unpopular, whether 
the scheme resulted in labor saving ma- 
chinery or In more efficient manage- 
ment 


It is often stated that municipal own- 


ersm'p is right in theory. This cannot 
be so unless we consider the earth 
Utopia, and all men automatons. 
No 


theory is right unless right in practice. 
When practice and theory, so called, 
dilfer, practice must prevail. 


Rather Strong Language. 


The city of Cedar Falls owns its own 


water system. Those favorable to mu- 
nicipal ownership In this and other 
states have pointed to Cedar Falls in 
vindication of the socialistic theory of 
municipal ownership, and yet if a pri- 
vate corporation were giving the city 
the unwholesome water that we must 
endure every time the streams get a 
little above normal it would not be 
safe for a stockholder in such an 
enterprise to appear on the streets. 


With the high water tax that is ex- 


acted there surely can be no excuse 
for the roily condition of the water, 
because there ought to be funds enough 
available to construct a reservoir to 
make some provision that would ob- 
viate the present unwholesome, insan- 
itary condition. 
The people of the 


city ought to insist upon an Improve- 
ment If there are no funds available, 
there ought to be no objection to an 
appropriation sufficiently large to make 
right the difficulty. 


Some of these times an epidemic of 


typhoid fever will result and then it 
will be too late to make complaint 
The time to take action is now.—Edi- 
torial in Cedar Falls (la.) Record.

PEKIN PARTICULARS. 


\Vhy are millions of ducks reared, 


sold at top notch prices and eaten 
with great gusto by the millions today 
when only yesterday flappers were 
classed with onions, sauerkraut and 
mutton—some liked them, some didn't? 


Well, that calico colored waddler 


people made snoots at because it 
"tasted fishy" was the puddle duck 
you skipped stones at in the old mill 
pond. It feasted on tadpoles, catties, 
bulltoads, mullets and waterskippers, 
and there's as mueh difference between 
the flavor and fiber of an American 
bred celery fed Pekin and a stringy

puddle duck as between a Susque- 
hanna mud hole carp and a California 
brook trout 
When you taste Pekin 


you always yell, "Gimme some more." 


Millions of Peking are bred today 


that never touch their snow white 
breasts to the wave. Indeed, the de- 
sire to swim is bred out of them. Mar- 
ket ducks are not allowed to bathe be- 
cause it interferes with fattening, and 
if allowed a swim it is right before 
killing, so that their feathers may be 
washed, as white Pekiu feathers sell at 
50 ^cents per pound, and twelve ducks 
furnish that quantity. 


The feathers generally pay for the 


picking, and some pickers pick eighty 
ducks a day at 5 cents the duck. 


The breeders only are fed boiled fish 


and allowed to bathe for the sake of 
fertility. 


Ducks lay at night and early dawn, 


and if allowed out before 8 o'clock they 
lay in the water, aud the poultryman 
has to duck for eggs all day. 


Ducks, like people, are carved into 


two sections, the useful and ornamen- 
tal. 


The utility are White Pekin (China), 


White Aylesbury (England), Colored 
Eouen (France). Black Cayuga (United 
States), 
Muscovy 
(South America), 


Blue Swedish (Sweden) and Runner 
(India). 


'Tis the White Pekin, imported from 


China in 1870 and bred to beauty and 
twenty pounds the pair, that puts the 
United States at the head of the quacK 
fraternity. 


Here are the largest duck ranches in 


the world, and all Pekin. 


"Do Pekins pay?'' Listen. 
A breeder raises 5,000 ducks and 800 


chickens on two acres. It costs 6 to 10 
cents per pound to raise a four to six 
pound duckling in ten weeks, and it 
sells as high as 40 cents per pound. 
Does it pay him? 


A farmer started with ten Pekins 


and fifty-five acres of land.v He now 
hatches 45,000 ducks the year round, 
owns a §50,000 plant. His three sons 
own modern dwellings. They all have 
fat bank accounts, all from raising fat 
Pekins. 


The duck specialists aren't" raising 


yellow back green ducks for their mu- 
sical qualities, but for greenbacks, and 
the long green's theirs. 


DUCK DON'TS. 


Don't mate drakes with over five 


ducks. Thoroughbreds throw few culls 
and no decoys. 


Don't get scared when the droppings 


of Pekin pullets get limy. Time for 
laying and mating. 


Don't expect fertile eggs from Pekin 


pullets less than eight months old. 
Don't be too fresh, but e^gs can't be. 


Don't throw out cracked duck eggs. 


They often hatch, but half "Cracked 
people are only a half success. 


Don't wash duck eggs. Just sponge 


them genlly. You will rub off the oil 
and burn cca! oil for nit. 


Don't rvu the incubator over 102 de- 


grees the first week. 103 degrees the 
next two weeks and 104 degrees the 
!ast week. 


Don't begin to turn eggs till fourth 


dny; change trays and turn eggs twice 
a day; cool and sprinkle eggs every 
day after the fourth. 


Don't foil-get to keep the heat down 


during last week, and put a weight on 
the safety vnhe if yon get a big batch. 


Don't gpt scared if Muscovy eggs lin- 


ger along for five weeks. They're slow 
stock. 


Don't run the brooder over 90 de- 


grees the first two days, S."> degrees 
the nest week and 80 degrees until you 
gradually taper down to 70 degrees.

A City Railway System Tries Moral
